Barricades were erected at the 
single-lane bridge, which spans the 
South Branch of the AuSable River, 
stopping vehicular traffic to the access 
site maintained by the Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) on the west 
bank of the river. 

The site is used by as many as 800 
people per day during the summer 
months, according to reports. At least 
three canoe liveries offer trips 
involving Smith Bridge. 

The county board of commissioners 
passed aresolution stating their support 
of a quick solution to the closing of 
Smith Bridge to vehicle traffic. The 
board passed the resolution 
unanimously at its April 20 meeting. 

“That bridge is important to that 
site, which is important to the canoe 
liveries,” said Dennis Long, chair of 
the county board. “It’s a seasonal 
business and that brings the crisis to a 


point.” 

At the meeting, Long said he had 
discussed the issue with state 
Department cf Military Affairs 
officials about the possibility of a 
temporary bridge being placed over 
the existing structure. 

“They are quite interested,” he said. 
“This is not a task they haven't 
undertaken before. 

“We don’t need business failing, 
especially those which enhance the 
enjoyability of recreation here in 
Crawford County,” Long added. 

On Friday, Long presented the Road 
Commission with a letter asking for 
their support of a temporary bridge 
being placed at the site. 

Also at the meeting, Howard 
Haselschwardt, an engineer for 
Northwest Design Group, reported on 
the condition of the bridge. A report 
from the Charlevoix firm to the Road 
Commission in March resulted in the 
bridge being closed. 

Haselschwardt said the firm began 
work onacomplete structural analysis 
of the bridge April 11, which he present 
at the Friday meeting.

“With the old deck there, it’s almost 
impossible to put a new deck on the 
bridge.

Landfill controversy will not stop $1.7-million jail project

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners voted to g0 forward 
with the building ofa $1.7 million jail, 
despite words of caution from one of 
its members. 

Board members voted 4-to-1 on 
April 20 to continue with efforts to 
build the jail onto the exisuing County 
Building. The new jail will be capable 
of holding more than SO inmates, 
compared to 18 at the current facility. 

Chair Dennis Long, Robert 
McLachlan, William Coy and Loren 
Goodale voted in support of a 
resolution to continue the jail project, 
which is supervised by the county 
Building Authority. Robert Smock Jr. 
was the only dissenter, with Larry 
Mattis being absent. 


Smock questioned whether county 
officials should continue with the 
project with the possibility of alawsuit 
being filed by City Environmental 
Services Inc. of Waters (CESW). 

CES W had threatened to fileabreech 
of contract suit if the amendment to 
the county solid waste management 
plan was not passed by 67 percent of 
the municipalities in Crawford County. 
Only three of the seven municipalities 
approved the amendment. 

The purchase agreement between 
CESW and both Crawford and Otsego 
counties stated the counties would 
amend their solid waste plans toinclude 
additional counties. The amendment, 
if passed, would have allowed a total 
of 26 counties to dispose of household 
waste at the landfill owned by CESW 
in Maple Forest Township. 


“Whether we went in and won or 
wentin and lost, it’s.a faircommitment 
of dollars, a large commitment of 
money,” Smock said. “I don't see this 
issue going away. 

“I'm very uncomfortable with this 
as a public official. I’m very 
uncomfortable putting the county in 
double jeopardy, with financial swords 
on both sides,” he said. “It doesn’t 
make much sense to me to go on with 
a jail project until we know where we 
stand.” 

Earlier in the meeting, Smock 
presented the board with a bill from 
the Grand Rapids law firm of Warmer, 
Norcross and Judd for more than 
$18,000.

AMAC is the AuSable Manistee 
Action Council, and Dan Alstott of 
Lovells is its president. 

“The pollution problems at Camp 
Grayling are not being resolved 
satisfactorily, so we’re embarking on 
a public awareness program,” Alstott 
said. “It's been in the works for a 
while. There will be more signs and 
bumper stickers.” 

AMAC has been at odds with the 
Michigan Department of Military 
Affairs (OMA) and Camp Grayling 
over environmental issues for several 
years, 

A recent Michigan appellate court 
ruling of litigation by AMAC that 
would have limited training on Camp 
Grayling’s original 14,000 acre 
Hanson land grant, to the Michigan 
National Guard only, was denied, 


AMAC hasalso charged that DMA 
environmental studies of pollution at 
the NP40 artillery range, in northem 
Crawford County, are inaccurate and 
incomplete.

According to Steve Southard of The Fly Factory in Grayling, “Things were looking good for the trout opencr 
until the rain. If it warms up and the river level gets back to normal, it could be a good opener, but if the nights remain 
inthe 30s and the daysin the 40, itcould be slow. Temperatures of 55-60 with sunshine would be nice. I'm guardedly 


Current river levels are about cight inches above normal, according to Southard. That slows the warming of the 
water, which affects when the hatches occur and how aggressive the trout feed. 

“With sunshine, even if the temperatures remain cool, the water can warm by five degrees between moming and 
late afternoon,” Southard said. “That wanming triggers the hatch. Hendricksons were starting to show, 

Southard recommended fishermen try the shallower waters of the AuSable River's Main Steam and North 
Branch and the upper reaches of the Manistee River. 

“Feeder creeks should be good if the swamps aren't still draining,” Southard satd. “But, ifthe water is sult high, 
avoid the decper water of the South Branch.”

Political muscle reappears 


WHEN THE HIGHLY partisan 
dust settles around the Michigan 
Legislature following the bruising 
battle over teacher strikes, one of the 
biggest political questions remaining 
is simple: 

Will the anti-strike measure, 
ramined through by a temporary 
majority of Republicans, help or harm 
Republicans in this politically charged 
election year? 

The question applies especially to 
Gov. John Engler, who will get the 
majority of blame or credit for what 
happened. 

And the answer, ina word, is: Yes. 

Few issues in recent memory have 
sparked the heavy partisan reaction 
evoked by the anti-strike bill. 

The Michigan Education 
Association —- arguably the most 
powerful and richest political interest 
group active in Michigan politics — 
howled the loudest. That’s 
understandable; their teacher- 
members are the most directly affected. 

But MEA opposition to Gov. Engler 
and most Republicans is to be expected. 
How the anti-strike bill may influence 
the 1994 election is that it may tend to 
intensify union activity this year 
against Mr. Engler and any or all of his 
Republican running mates. 

* = » 

THE MEA CAN BE expected to 
dig a little deeper, to work a little 
harder, to push a little more intensely 
to send Mr. Engler back to Beal City. 

And other unions, in alliance with 
the big MEA political presence, could 
well duplicate MEA intensity. 

Some Republican teachers —~ and 
despite the pro-Democrat tlt of the 
MEA amt its leadership, there are quite 
a few Republican teachers — believe 
the anti-strike bill goes too far. 

Many object specifically to the part 
that excludes bargaining on length of 
school days and start of school years. 
They don’t object as much to fines for 
illegal strikes, or other parts of the bill, 
but they don’t go along with limiting 
the scope of bargaining. They may be 
forced to choose between their party 
and their careers,

ON THE OTHER hand — and 
there's usually another hand in political 
matters ~— the anti-strike bill may help 
Gov. Engler and his Republican

Public reaction to the bill, as reported 
in the public press, indicates a lot of 
folks think teacher union activities, 
especially strikes, should be curtailed. 

A lot of these folks applaud Mr. 
Engler and legislative Republicans for 
having the guts to take on the powerful 
teacher lobby in this way. Many feel 
reining in the power of the MEA and 
organized teachers is all for the 
betterment of local schools and their 
kids and grandchildren. They don’t 
like school strikes. 

How deep this sentiment really is, 
and how it will translate when it comes 
to election time, remains to be seen.

It’s like public feeling about 
Congress. Surveys indicate most folks 
don't trust Congress and think it’s 
wasteful and should be repopulated. 

But these same folks love their own 
Congressman/woman, and re-elect 
her/him time after time. 

It’s completely irrational, of course, 
but that’s the way things arc.

Maple Syrup... 


I was sitting with my back against 
an old maple tree, my eyes closed 
from the bright warm sun, listening to 
one of the most beautiful sounds of 
spring. I could hear ‘drip, drip, drip,’ 
coming from amaple tree not faraway. 
This was the sound of sap dripping 
from the spout into the metal gathering 
bucket. For some strange reason, this 
sound has always been very pleasing 
to me. Maybe it reminded me of the 
years I had spent in Vermont, where 
everybody made syrup. Or maybe it 
was all the good times my family and 
I had making maple syrup every year. 
Or wasitjusta very pleasantsound? A 


_ chickadee calied in the distance which 


stirred me from my thoughts, if I was 
to make any syrup this year, I had 
better quit leaning against this tree 


4 daydreaming. 


My son, Nathari, was coming up the 
road carrying the empty buckets. 


| “Which tree do you want me to put 


these buckets on?” he asked, 
“Follow me, mate. I know where 
there are some perfect trees for 


| tapping,” I answered. 


I grabbed the sled, which contained 


| all the tools we needed for gathering 


syrup and headed across the field to 
four old sugar maples which marked 
our property line, Prairie, our dog, 


| bounded in the knee deep snow ahead 


of us, 

“Why do we only make syrup in the 
spring?” Nathan asked, 

“Because that’s when the sap begins 
to flow. When the warm sunny weather 
arrives in the spring, the sap begins to 
flow through the tree. This sap contains 
all kinds of nutrients, minerals and 
sugar, to help the Icaves open and 
grow,” [ stated. 

I bored a 3/8 inch hole in the maple 
about ] 1/2 inches decp, roughly four 
fectabove the ground. Nathan handed 
mea spout, hook, anda wooded mallet, 
to gently sct the spout. We placed a 
16-quart bucket on the hook and 
immediately the sap began to flow, 
We placed a lid on the bucket to keep 
out rain, dirt, and most of all bugs, 
from the sap. 

Asweheaded to thenexttres, Nathan 
asked, “How many taps can you pul in 
cach maple?” 

“Well, there is an old rite of thumb 
I leamed from Don Clifford back in 
Vermont. Trees 12 inches in diameter, 
put one bucket on, 16 inches you can 
hang two buckets, and any trees over 
22 inches you can hang three buckets 
on,” I said, 

Nathan began to laugh and said, 
“Dad, f think that bucket has a hole in 
it, look at Prairic.” 


There was Prairie standing under 
the bucket, trying to lick the drips as 
they dripped from the bottom of the 
pail. 

After we finished tapping the maples 
down by the fence line, we made our 
way up to some maples on the hill we 
had tapped earlier. It had only been 
about six hours since we had tapped 
these trees, but already the buckets 
were full. We emptied the buckets into 
a large holding container down by the 
road which we wouid fetch later when 
we began the boiling process. 

Nathan sang out, “Holy waa! We 
have enough sap here to make a whole 
swimming pool of syrup.” 

“Well, not quite, son. It takes 30 to 
40 gallons of sap to make one gallon of 
syrup. And as the season goes on if 
may take even more,” I said. 

It’sreally kindof funny. Some trecs 
runbetter in the early part of the season 
and some later. Trees that are tapped 
on the southwest side give sap earlicr 
in the day than those tapped on the 
northeast, But, those on the northeast 
may run better later in the day. Through 
ihe years, you learn all of the different 
habits of the trees you tap. Kind of 
like, J know you don’t like the cruston 
your sandwich, but Anna does.” 

“Dad, doesn’t the hole in the tree 
hurt it?” Nathan questioned. 

“Actually no. It heals rather nicely, 
If youcut your fingerascab forms and 
under that new skin grows. Same 
holds truc for the tree. In fact, some 
groves of maples that have been tapped 
for over a century, flourish and even 
increase in size,” I stated. 

We gathered the sap we had collected 
and headed to our rather primitive 
sugar shed. Someday [hoped to have 
a proper building to boil down the sap 
in. But for the present, [ had to make 
due with a cinder block stove with a 
large pan on it. My daughter, Anna, 
was sitting next to the stove ona pile 
of firewood reading. 

T asked, “How’s the boiling going 
Anna?” 

Anna had been placed in charge of 
keeping the fire going and adding sap 
to the pan as the water evaporated 
from the syrup in the boiling process. 

“Pretty well, but ich! youone thing, 
Pam not sure I want any mapic syrup 
forawhile. This smell isawful sweet,” 
she said, 

She was right. The fragrance of 
maple syrup just hung in the air and 
smelling it all day long kind of got to 
you. 

“How can we teil when it is ready?” 
she asked. 

“When we are boiling it outside, | 


taste test it. If it starts to laste very 
strong, | stop boiling and drain it ino 
a smaller pot. In fact, this batch tastes 
just about ready,” 1 remarked. 

The three of us carefully drained the 
contents of the boiling pan into a 
smaller pot which had a felt filter over 
it. This filtering process was one of 
three I would use to strain out any dirt 
which darkened the syrup. The clearer 
and lighter the syrup, the more 
desirable it is. i 

We carried the syrup into the house f: 
and placed it on the stove. My wife, 
was standing in the kitchen waiting for 
us. She enjoyed the syrup makings 
process up to this point, but now thaf: 
the finishing process was inside, sh 
knew disaster could strike. 

“T know I don’t have to say this, bug 
please be careful,” she pleaded. 

Two years cartier, | had let the syruig: 
boil over on the stove and it was not se 
pretty site. ee 

We brought the syrup to a boi 
reducing the water contenteven furthe 
and after a half hour the cand 
thermometer told us that it was done.§ 
At this point we drained the syrup § 
through twosets of filters into sterilized % t 
Canning pars, 

“Thar’s it?” Nathan exclaimed. “All 
day of coHecting forty gallons of sap & 
and boiling it down and we only have § 
thiee quarts of syrup?” ; 

“Thars right, son. But ber when | 
youtaste it, you willapree itwas wort! 
iP sind. ; 

The next inorung, we were all § 
treated to it great pancake breakfast 
with lots of syrup. Even Anna had her | 
share. As we talked, 1 knew this was | 
my chance to start quoting my favorite § 
sayings T learned from an old sugel | 
maker in Vermont, | 

P started, “Warm days and below | 
freezing maphts are a sugar maker's 
delight.” : 

“Sap tuns better by day than by 
night.” 

“Trees differ as much for sugar a § 
cows differ for butter,” 

“Trees by a brook or spnng run 
much sap.” : 

The kids begged me to stop, “Please! 
No more! We can't stand it,” 

“Ok, Just one more,” | promised.

Opportunity Commission (EEOC) 
published a notice in the Federal 
Register last year that it intended to 
bring religious harassment under the 
same government control as sexual or

If 
so, the alleged victims will then 
determine what constitutes a “hostile 
work environment,” For example, a 
“Jesus Saves” button worn onthe lapel 
ora New Testament in your shirt pocket 
could be judged religious harassment 


spanine: SrandGnatiiw worker 
a tract, or bowing your head at a 
company lunch room could be enough 
to cause charges of religious 
harassment to be brought against your 
company and get you fired. 

Religious liberalism has already 
branded most public religious criticism 
as evil except when God, the Bible, or 
religious orthodoxy is attacked. They 
believe all gods and all religions are 
good as long as they make no claim to 
infallible authority from God, or 
expose the sins of liberalism. While 
America is rotting and self-destructing 
from within due toan open, unashamed 
practice sin, Bible believers are being 
silenced by a pagan society. 

Our Lord Jesus Christ ordered us to 
witness, “And he said unto them, Go 
ye into all the world, and preach the 
gospel to every creature.
